Wage Earners' Taxes Hiked To 
Provide For Medicare Program 

WASHINGTON (AP)— Taxes are' going up for U.S. wage earners as much as 
$13.75 each next year even if President Johnson doesn't- ask Congress for an in- 
come tax boost. The reason. Social Security taxes increase Jan. 1 to help pay. for 
medicare, increased retirement , and disability, and other benefits voted by the 
last Congress. The new lev y is' AA pe r c ent of the worker's first S6.C0O in earnings, 
up from the current 4.2 per 
cent. Thus, a person mak- 
ing $6,600 or more next 
year will pay $290.40 for 
Soclol Security. He paid $277.20 
this year and $174 In 1965. Em- 
ployers— i 



Johnson also has said he will 
ask Congress for more Social 
Security oeneflts next .year. In- 
creased benefits could mean 
another Social Security tax hike 
or a look to. general funds for 
financing. 

A change In the tnx laws that 
becomes effective Jan. 1 will 
permit taxpayers- who normal- 
ly c|alm 'substantial deductions, 
and receive a large refund to

Christmas 
Snowstorm

Columbia Basin water. In a news release dated 
the day before Idaho's State Reclamation Asso- 
ciation met in Pocalcllo Thursday, the Colorado 
River Association repeated its support for re- 
gional planning to find "a supplementary supply 
of - fresh water to add to the overburdened 
rado River."- 

"This proposal Is controversial In states of 
the Columbia River Basin where large suspected 
surpluses of water are now subject to only local 
study," says the news release. The, Colorado 
River Association, in a resolution adapted- at 
Its recent meeting in Las Vegas,' urged each'fif 
the Colorado River Water Users Association's 
seven states "to promptly join in the cooperative 
efforts leading tOTiassnge-ofTeglslatlon in the 
90lh Congress which will authorize a long range 
development program ... as well as providing 
supplcmental^watcr." 
-Those seven states— California, Arizona. Colo- 
rado, Utah, Nevada, Wyoming and New Mexico 
—have 51 votes In the Senate, The Columbia 
River Basin states— Idaho, Oregon and Wash- 
ington— have 13 votes in the House and six In 
the Senate. 

Jf we hope to prevent the transfer of Columbia 
Basin water to the Southwest, we'll have to do 
more than talk about keeping it.

An Infection 
that would not reduce the blood 
supply of an adult or an older 
child may In this period neces- 
sitate a transfusion. 

A baby is bom with a reserve 
supply or iron which prevents 
the development of iron-deficien- 
cy anemia for. his first six 
months or four months if he was 
bom prematurely. If by that 
time he is not taking Jron-fortf- 
fled cereals-lie may show such 
signs of nutritional .anemia at 
pallor, irritability and weakness. 

These symptoms do not al- 
ways mean_ancmia_so_.a_b!ood 
count Is - necessary to confirm 
the diagnosis. This condition Is 
readily corrected by supplying 
iron in- ihe form of eggs, meat, 
vegetables and fruit and supple- 
mentary iron citrate. ' .

Philosophical Gambler 
Dies At Mt7Siii£ii Hospital 



LOS ANGELES (AP)— NIch. 
olas Andrea (Nick the Greek) 
Dandolos, the - philosophical 

f;nmblcr who repeatedly went 
rom rags to riches and back, 
died shortly before midnight 
Sunday at ML Sinai Hospital. 

Spokesman said he died from 
complications that followed a 
heart attack ho surfercd'Dec; 
14. His age was variously gtven 
at 70 to 80. 

Dandolos, who said he regard- 
ed life as a game that must end 
and once described death as "a 
sound sleep undisturbed by fool, 
ish dreams," was said to have 
played with a half-bllllon dollars 
during his long career with the 
odds. 

Ho estimated that he hod been 
alternately wealthy and broke 
more than 70 times and stoically 
accepted both states as part of 
the game, describing each re- 



versal as somewhat Invigorat- 
ing. 

Even while sitting astride a 
bundle that would make a bank- 
er drool, Dandolos seldom made 
n lavish display. Other proles- 
slonnl gamblers with whom he 
played said Nick viewed money 
as an Instrument of gambling, 
not-ns-somethlng-to-savo-or-buy 
things with. 

Ever since money was In- 
vented," Dandolos once told a 
reporter, "It has been made a 
substitute for everything — 
even character. I'm sorry we 
have to use It In gambling." 

Friends said Nick the Greek 
more than once Inadvertently 
sent thousands of dollars to the 
cleaner Inside a coat pocket, 
and that he anonymously gave 
large sums to charity, frequent- 
ly nandlng cash to down-and- 



ouls who . lingered outside his 
hotel. 

He was also considered chari- 
table on the gaming table — in 
a cold, gambTer's way. 

After he won $100,000 from a 
New York lawyer and picked up 
W50.OOQ In side bets. Dandolos 
reportedly- was accused by the 
lawyer of running nway with his 
winnings; The story says Nick 
returned to the table, shuffled 
the cards and said: "Pull one. 
High card takes $550,000." The 
attorney paled, shook his head 

amTNIcirwniiced'away: 

I'm not proud I'm a gam- 
bler," Nick once told a reporter. 
"I've always discouraged gam- 
bling In others, too, except the 
people who, can well afford it. I 
gamble because I like to study 
people. I have gained more 
knowledge of people and life by 
gaifibllng than I could have any 
other way." 

He sold he stumbled into his 
gambling career by accident. At 
18, while traveling In Canada, 
he received word that his fi- 




ancee had died. He had recently 
quarreled with her and suffered 
a depression after learning or 
her death. He begnn going to 
horseraces as an cmotlonar es- 
cape. He was very successful at 
the tracks and never lost the 

gambling bug. Ho remained a 
achclor. 
Unlike many professional 
gamblers, he avoided brushes 
with the law.

A. Wait a minute, now. Sup 
pose we go through this — step 
by step. 

You sold some stock, at a 
profit. Your profit Is taxable as 
a capital gain nnd should be 
reported on the income tax' re- 
turn you file for this year.- 

Now, if you have any capital 
losses, you should report them. 
They would offset your capital 
-;alns and reduce your total tax 
.ill. 

But you can't dredge up some- 
thing out of the dim past and 
claim It as a capital -loss. The 
Internet Revenue Service will 
jump all over you— if you can't 
prove you realized the loss in 
the year for which you claim It. 

On Inherited stock your "cost 
basis" Is the value put on the 
stock for estate settlement pur- 
poses. That value Is usually the 
market value of the stock on 
the date of the death of the 
person who left it. 

If it had no value at that 
time, you didn't reaitie'any loss, 

i your inherited stock. 

But, if it had some value when

Those favoring the plan talK 
about cutting down scoring and 
' reducing time required to play 
a game. Anyone that was 
around the game about 12-13 
years ago can remember that 
type of situation. Formerly the 
fouled team had the option or 
shooting the 1 free throw or tak- 
"inn the ball out "of "bounds. 

In those days a five-point lead 
with two minutes to go was all 
but Insurmountable. Even on an 
intentional foul the offensive 
team would shoot the first one, 
then take the ball out or bounds. 

Such a thing may strike a lot 
of you as being a good idea. It 
is to the contrary. Since it be- 
came mandatory for the of- 
fense to shoot tne. free throw, 
the excitement in the closing 
minutes of high school basket- 
ball has gone way up. 

In the first place, we dont 
consider n five-point lend very 
convincing. In fact, the only 
lead we've never seen beaten Is 
12 points with one minute to go. 
Several years ago Bliss, trail- 
ing by 11 with 1:07 remaining, 
beat Carey in a tournament 
game and it didn't go into over- 
time. 

People that decry the length 
of basketball games have to 
look back only three years for 
the reason. That was the time 
the national rules committee 
voted to stop" the clock on every 
whistle, The Utah experiment 
reportedly cuts 15 minutes off 
game time. Stopping the clock 
on everything has added about 
the same length of time. Be- 
sides, the length of a -basketball 
game Is seldom a consideration 
except for sportswritcrs with a 
deadline to beat. The game has 
nearly constant action. 

The Utah experiment opens up 
another line of thinking. Say you 
and I arje on the baseline. You 
give me a shimmy and drive 
past.. I know you're in for a 
cinch two nnd It I knock you out 
of bounds with a knee you have 
to start over with an out-of- 
bounds play. 1 get a foul that' is 
meaningless unless I have four 
already. Even by forcing you 
_^-"to shoot a free throw my odds 
have been Increased oji the 



..' the design of the experi' 
ment Is to reduce fouling, the 
suggestion would be, that two 
points be autom atica lly award 1 
cd if the shcseterTrioaied. That 
would put a much. greater and 
surer penalty on fouling than 
making the, offended 'boy take 
two shots from 15 feet away. 

Also, we have long been great 
believers in free throw shoot- 
ing. There" arc only three Im- 
- porta nt things in basketball, of- 
fense, defense and foul shoot- 
ing: Of them the easiest to learn 
is free throw shooting, yet it re- 
mains the worst. Excluding in- 
frequent pressure there is nc 
variance in free throw shoot- 
ing, no wind, no angle change, 
nothing. It lends itself to auto- 
( iiintic repetition. Yet a team hit- 
tin); 70 per cent is considered 
doing remarkably welt and 60 
doing . pretty good. Most arc 
^ around 50 pec .cent when the 
season ends. 

If the national rules commit- 
tee believes length of games and 
scoring must be reduced, it will 
have to find a different method. 

■ This plan hardly discourages 

fouling nnd in a great mnny cir- 
cumstances encourages it. 
--And the .overriding factor is 
if the option of ball control is 
returned to the offensive .team, 
75 per cent of nil games 
wind up in a deep stall.

Big Ten Officials Say Schools Will 
Xoughen -Policing Of Athletic Branch 



CHICAGO (AP)— The Univer- 
sity of- Illinois' self-uncovered 
athletic aid scandal wilt jolt the 
entire Big Ten into lough -facili- 
ty policing of athletic adminis- 
tration, dismayed conference 
leaders suggested Saturday. 

In a move thai may, have far- 
reaching conference soul ; search- 
ing, Illinois Friday suspended 
Indefinitely seven football-play- 
ers and five basketball players 
who benefited with 17 former 
llllni athletes the past five years 
from a $21,000 unauthorized 
fund. 

The school also placed foot- 
ball Coach .Pete Elliott and bas- 
ketball Coach Harry Combes on 
one year probation/ banning 
both from personal contact re- 
cruiting. 

Calls for close scrutiny of ath- 
letic operations by conference 
schools -co me immediately from 
Commissioner Bill Reed, yet to 
set a target date -for official 
league action in the case, and 
from the Illinois Faculty Senate 
jmmlttcc on athletics. - 
Prof. Samuel K. Govei com- 



mittee chairman, Saturday 
made this statement: . 

'With these revelations, It 
seems that our committee must 
take a much more positive role 
to assure that we do have com- 
plete faculty control of athletics 
—a requirement for member- 
ship in the Big Ten." 

Commissioner Reed, alarmed 
not so much by the scope of the 
Illini under-the-table dealings as 
by the fact they went on five 
years without somebody blowing 
a whistle, said the time has 
came for tougher policing. 

"I think we may have to take 
new directions of inquiry," said 
Reed, whose office has a regu- 
larly assigned investigator. "We 
probably will have to concen- 
trate more on investigation ol 
players after they enroll." 

The Illinois slush fund, now 
dissolved, was a booster project 
maintained outside the univer- 
sity, but: tapped at the direction 
of the head coaches.

Builders Experience Best, 
Worst Times JDui'ing 1966

NEW YORK (AP)-For build- 
ers, 1066 was the best of times 
nnd ihc worstrOf times.

The U.S. Commcrco Depart- 
ment estimated outlays for all 
construction at a record {75.9 
i billion, a sizable gain over the 
' $68.5 billion spent in 1905.

jump from lSGS's 1,425,000 units 
to 1,S15,000 In 1360. plummeted 
Instead. The year's total of 1.2 



million housing starts was that 
low only once before since 
World Wnr II— In tho 1057 reces- 
sion.- ... 

And In October, the seasonal- 
ly adjusted rate of housing 
starts dropped to 848,000, a 20- 
ycar low. The previous lowest 
annual rate of starts' since. 
World War II was 957,000, in 
November, 19G4. 

The 13G6 growth in dollar vol- 
ume was larger than expected, 
despite the housing sag, partly 
because of n 32 per cpnt expan- 
sion in Industrial construction, 
but also because of climbing 
building costs, economists said.

"Bulgaria wai free from anti- 
Semitism because the Bulgari- 
ans themselves had been under 
the Turkish-yoke for 500 years, 
and they knew what slavery 
was," says Oliver. 

"Also, there were not enough 
'Jews In Bulgaria to Influence its 
economic or- cultural life.' They 
were never forced to. live in 
ghettos, or to separate, themr 
selves from other people, 1 that 
Is, until King Boris signed the 
anti-Comintern pact with Hitler 
In 1940." ■ , 

The Germans occupied Bul- 
garia In 1941, and after that they 
sought to enforce the so-called 
Nurenmberg laws against the 
Jews. Jews were^required to 
wear d yellow stor~~on their 
sleeves, tq^vjUn-ghcttos. Their 
. food rations wexe-.cut; they were 
. restricted to certain jobs and to 
making their' purchases in cer- 
tain shops. 

"Enforcement broke down 
from the very beginning," 'says 
Oliver. "Bulgarian Christians, 
with no tradition of anti-Semi- 
tism, simply Ignored the exlst- 
. ence of the ghetto and continued 
to trade In Jewish shops. The 
whole thing became a farce.". . 

They did more. They sent 
sharp tirotesLs to their king, de- 
manding to know why their good 
Jewish neighbors were being 
hounded. 

Hitler made two attempts to 
liquidate Bulgaria's Jews, both 
of which failed. The first was in 
March, 1943. shortly after the 
, Gestapo conference at Wansee 
•t which the so-called "Final 
Solution" was adopted. 

The Gestapo began by mind- 
ing up the Jews In the town of 
Vustcndll. where the Jews num- 
bered 950 out of a population of 
25,000. The operation was con- 
ducted In great secrecy, but the 
townspeople were furious when 
they learned what was happen- 
ing. 

That tame night they dis- 
patched a delegation to Soria to 
protest - to Parlloment. They 
were so successful In lobbying

Boris III fled from Sofia without 
signing tho dcportntlon order.
